Britain’s trains should run on batteries — like 
torches. So says controversial seventies 
kids’ TV newsreader John Craven. 


Craven, now 47, believes 
that battery powered trains 
would be a boost for Britain, 
and claims that they’d be 
quick, clean and environ¬ 
mentally friendly. And the 
former ‘Newsround’ presen¬ 
ter has estimated that battery 
operated expresses travelling 
at 200 miles an hour could cut 
journey times by up to two 
hours.
